Writing some years after the 
Union, he estimates the blessings.of that 
measure in moderated language: “ All the 
advantages promised from the Irish Union 
may not yet have been fully deve- 
loped . . but commonsense points 
out the project (of Repeal) as Utopian. 

. » + Britain may descend from her 
high position among nations, the 
sovereignty of the seas be lost, and the 
Monarchy overturned—then, indeed, a Re- 
peal of the Irish Union may take place— 
but not till then.” 


DIFFERENCES BETWEEN ‘98 AND ‘16. 


Any schoolboy could describe the differ- 
ences between “98 and ‘16. ‘98 was in one 
part due to the spread in Ireland of French 
Republican ideas; in another part it was 
the civil war of religious factions. All 
Reman Catholic disabilities have since been 
removed, and the foreign “ connexion” of 
the ‘16 insurgents was with a reactionary, 
not a liberal, Power. Nor would the pro- 
posal to turn Gaelic into the political 


| language of Ireland have been comprehen- 


sible to Wolfe Tone or to Fitzgerald ; 
could Tone or Fitzgerald have translated 
the words which headed Pearse s Repub- 
lican Proclamation, Poblacht na h-Eirrin, 
or made a better shot at the pronunciation 
of Sinn Féin, than the average English 
soldier now in Ireland?! There were some 
extreme Socialists in the recent rising; 
but most of the insurgents of '16 inherited 
their ideas less from the men of 1798 than 
from Young Ireland. The Sinn Féin move- 
ment, like that of Yourig Ireland in the 
‘forties, at one point repelled (¢.g., in its 
insistence upon racial feeling), but at an- 
other point catered for, the support of the 
Radical mind—Woman’'s Suffrage seems 
to have bgen in the programme of the 
“ Provisional Government” !

MARTIAL LAW IN '88. 


On the 24th of May, 1798, the following 
Proclamation was issued to the citizens of 
Dublin :— 

Lieutenant-General Lake, Commanding 
His Majesty's Forces in this Kingdom, 
having received from His Excellency 
the Lord Lieutenant full powers to put 
down the rebellion, and to punish 
rebels in the most summary manner, 
according to martial law, does hereby 
give notice to all His Majesty's snb- 
jects, that he is determined to exercise 
the powers entrusted to him in the 
most vigorous manner for the im- 
mediate suppression of the same. 

And Lieutenant-General Lake hereby re- 
quires all the inhabitants of the City 
of Dublin (the great offices of State 
excepted) to remain within their re- 
spective dwellings from nine o'clock at 
night till five in the mornings. 

And all persons who have not registered 
their arms are hereby required forth- 
with to deliver up to me, or the magis- 
trates of city, all arms and ammuni- 
tion of every kind in their possession. 


ea ASEMENT AND WOLFE TONE. 


When the insurrection had been crushed 
there was a question, as there is to-day, 
whether it might not be an appropriate 
moment to turn quondam republicans into 
soldiers of the Monarchy.

RUSSIAN ADVANCE TOWARDS 
MESOPOTAMIA.

With characteristic obstinacy the Turks 
continue their desperate efforts to retrieve the 
situation in the Caucasian theatre, but with 
scant success. Against our centre in the Kr- 
zingan region the enemy is trying to assume 
the offensive in order to press back our units 
and thereby relieve the pressure on their 
forces in the region of Railiburt, but notwith- 
standing the co-operation of Austro-German 
troops these efforts have hitherto accom- 
plished little.
